A Trip to the Yukon 

On February 17 Miss Catherine McClellan 
took us by means of slides on an ethno- 
logical survey of the Indians of south- 
ern Yukon Territory. The Indians at 
Teslin have become very ike the coastal 
Indians, with whom they traded, and 
Miss McClellan's research reveals--even 
speak their language. Their social 
classes and customs, of great import- 
ance to the Indians, are very intricate, 
.  An-‘axcelle nt series of Kodachromes 

showed each step in the many days of 
work required to make the moccasins 
which are sold to the tourists for $5 
to $7 a pair. To review briefly, the 
_ moose or caribou must first be killed at 
the right season (flies make holes in 
the skin at some seasons) and skinned. 
“It takes an entire day for a woman to 
cut off the hair with a knife, another 
to remove the flesh from the opposite 
side, and a third to remove the gray mat- 
ter under the hair. 
like skin is softened by soaking in water 
to which has been added putrefied moose 
or caribou brains and perhaps a little 
cheese or bear grease, The skin is 
kneaded, then twisted, and stretched by 
being laced on a wooden frame and 
scraped for a day with a stone scraper. 
Then it is sewed into a tube, hung up 
and smoked on both sides to give it its 
final color. At last the skin is ready 
for cutting, sewing with thread made 
from tendons, and decorated with beads 
or, in earlier times, porcupine quills. 

In former days caribou were abundant; 
later moose became abundant, and now the 
caribou are becoming more numerous again, 
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A RAPPELLING INCIDENT 


On February 12 at Warm Springs in Marin 
County the rock climbers got more ex- 
perience than they had bargained for or 
the rock climbing committee had planned 
to provide, A standard 5/16 inch rap- 
pel rope’ parted while Bob Swift was 
coming down it without a belay, drop~ 
ping him about eleven feet onto the 
talus. He received head injuries which 
appeared rather bad, but which turned 
out to be relatively minor. Since the 
normal route from the climbing site up 
to the road would have been quite dif 
ficult for carrying a stretcher, it was 
necessary to carry him out through the 
surf to the next beach, He was in an 
ambulance and under a doctor's observa= 
tion an hour and a half after he fell, 

All the climbers present cooperated 
to the utmost in the job of making a 
stretcher and carrying it out, a dif- 
ficult task under the conditions of the - 
terrain, Special mention must be given 
to Phil Bettler and Fletcher Hoyt, who ° 
did outstanding work in the aid and 
rescue operations. 

Although Bob's injuries were not too 
serious, the breaking of a rappel rope 
is a matter of great importance, This 
is not a justifiable risk of rock climb- 
ing. The rock climbing committee is 
considering the matter in detail and 
reviewing completely the subject of 
rappelling, The results of the studies 
will be published in a future issue of 
the Bulletin. Prospective climbers 
should not feel that this incident is 
indicative of standard risks of the 
sport. —Dave Cudaback

On cloudy days only a guide who is fam» 
iliar with each blind alley trap of gul- 
ly and pinnacle could save a group of 
tourers time and effort. 

Starting from Donner Summit after a 


brief trek from Clair Tappaan Lodge on the 


windless and sunny morning of Tuesday, 
February 7, two well rested and eager 


explorers, Dick Strong and myself, headed 


southward and unwards onto Mt. Lincoln 
with our ski tour objective the recent- 
ly developed paradise for skiers at 
Squaw Valley. In eight hours of steady 
travel on skis, for we were fortunate 
enough to have an unusual condition of 
& snow covered ridge instead of the us- 
ual rock or solid ice beribboned ridge, 
we reached the vast open ski area of 
Squaw Valley by way of the continuously 
level ridge route connecting the mount- 
ains of Lincoln, Anderson, and Tinker 
Knob. e made our anrproach to the Squaw 
Valley Lodge by skiing down the North 


Fork of Squaw Valley west of the valley's 


large meadow in order to avoid the more 
difficult sharperidged and steep ava- 
lanche terrain leading up to the 9000 
foot peak of Granite Chief which is a 
little north west of the Squaw Peak.

for service to noble skiers, at state 
light time of 6:00 Pil, Aside: (a civ=

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TESTING ON MI. McKINLEY 


Mt. McKinley was brought to an enthusi- 
astic Sierra Club audience on February 
14th by fellow Sierran, Einar Nilsson. 
With his colorful slides and enlighten. 
ing commentary he shared the exciting 
experience of planning and carrying 
through a three=month trip up the snowy 
slopes of North America's highest peak, 

Einar's trip took place in the late 
spring and summer of 1942 when the 
Army sent an expedition of seventeen - 
men--all trained and experienced moun~ 
taineers--to test Army equipment under 
arctic conditions. Climbing to the ~ 
very top of Mt. McKinley, said Einar, 
was merely a side trip done on a day 
off, With the group was mountaineer 
Bradford | Tashburn, Director of the 
Boston Museum of Science,. -who was in 
the audience and gave us some interest. 
ing sidelights. : 

ie saw the camps established, ventured: 
along windswept ridges, across glaciers. 
The problems of sickness, unexpected 
storms, too few snowshoes, and complete

were met, 


The experience was thrilling and through 


the eye of Einar'ts camera we saw first 
hend the spectacular Mt. McKinley, its 
snow, its glaciers and its beauty--all
